DR.  WALDO  STEPHENS  SPEAKS 
TO  SCHOOL  ON  MARSHALL  PLAN 


On  Monday,  November  10,  Dr.  Waldo 
E.  Stephens  of  Oklahoma  City,  former 
Columbia  University  professor  and  cur- 
rently radio  analyst  of  international  affairs, 
spoke  briefly  on  the  subject  of  the  Marshall 
Plan.  Dr.  Stephens  emphasized  that  the 
Marshall  Plan  could  not  be  understood 
except  in  relation  to  its  historical  setting. 
There  is  certainly  a  humanitarian  aspect 
to  the  Marshall  program,  but  its  primary 
purpose  is  practical.  It  is,  in  short,  essential 
to  the  survival  of  our  American  way  of 
life.

Stephens,  now  a  member  of  the  junior 
class  here.

Mr.  Navins  also  spoke  of  individu- 
al contributions  to  the  soccer  team's  success 
in  handing  out  fourteen  letters  to  players 
and  two  to  managers  of  the  varsity  soccer 
squad.

Dr.  Sills  emphasized  the  importance  of 
personal  responsibility  and  showed  how 
important  it  is  both  to  the  individual  and 
to  the  community.  A  responsible  person, 
he  stated,  is  diligent  and  straight-forward. 
He  has  the  welfare  of  others  at  heart  and 
is  considerate  in  word  and  action.  He  can 
be  depended  upon.  These  things  make  him 
a  great  benefactor  of  others  and  at  the  same 
time  give  him  a  feeling  of  usefulness. 


Dr.  Noyes  said  that  we  have  to  bother 
about  religion  for  three  reasons.  We  have  a 
natural  craving  for  it;  the  urge  to  worship 
is  aeon's  old,  one  of  the  first  signs  of  a  de- 
veloping culture.  We  need  religion  as  a 
source  of  moral  and  spiritual  strength  in 
time  of  tribulation.  And  we  cannot  possibly 
get  along  without  it.  History  offers  eloquent 
proof  that  man  without  high  spiritual 
standards  is  a  sad  and  incomplete  being. 
Religion  provides  these  standards. 


Mr.  Weed  compared  Hamlet  with  youths 
of  the  present  day.  Hamlet,  before  tragedy 
turned  him  into  a  profound  cynic,  probably 
was  very  much  like  you  and  me,  with  cer- 
tainly a  little  greater  prowess  in  all  direc- 
tions than  most  of  us.  He  was  probably    an 


idealist  as  a  boy,  thinking  high  thoughts 
and  looking  with  humble  admiration  upon 
the  world  about  him.  At  thirty,  however, 
he  had  become  hard,  selfish,  untouched  by 
beauty.  We  face,  sometime  in  our  lives,  this 
same  danger.  It  is  a  good  thing  for  us  to  be 
prepared  and  to  keep  our  ideals. 


Dr.  Ogilby  discussed  preparedness  and 
how  one  may  achieve  it.  One  has  to  be 
adequately  prepared  if  he  wishes  to  succeed, 
no  matter  what  his  field  of  endeavor.  He 
must  be  ready  to  face  ordeals  and  tragedies 
as  well  as  happier  events.  A  wise  person  is 
willing  to  pay  high  premiums  for  prepared- 
ness, because  he  knows  that  only  by  this 
expenditure  can  he  be  sure  to  meet  any 
situation  with  strength  and  equanimity. 


Mr.  Lenhart  spoke  on  the  use  of  the 
imagination  and  what  it  can  do  for  the  in- 
dividual. By  use  of  the  imagination  we  are 
able  to  become  what  we  think  we  ought  to 
be  and  sometimes  merely  dream  of  being. 
The  greatness  of  religion  is  that  it  lends 
wings  to  the  imagination  and  adds  to  it  the 
faith  that  what  we  wish  to  perform,  so  long 
as  it  is  worthy,  we  can  perform.

We  need  more  people  who  can  see 
the  great  opportunities  that  lie  about  us 
everywhere.  If  we  are  humble  and  earnest 
in  our  desire  for  growth  and  wisdom  these 
opportunities  will  be  revealed  to  us.  Once 
the  great  urge  is  upon  us  we  cannot  escape 
and  will  not  want  to.  The  Christian  religion 
reaches  out  to  draw  us  into  the  path  of  con- 
tinuous creative  development. 
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STATE  SENATOR  ALLEN  SPEAKS  GOVERNORS  JOIN  WINSOR 

TO  SCHOOL  AND  GUESTS  GIRLS  IN  CHRISTMAS  CONCERT 


On  Friday,  November  21,  State  Senator 
Philip  K.  Allen  of  Andover  addressed  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  guests  of  the  school  on 
the  subject  of  state  government.  Mr.  Allen 
was  formerly  a  member  of  the  faculty  of 
Phillips  Academy  at  Andover,  and  during 
the  war  rose  from  the  rank  of  private  to 
that  of  lieutenant-colonel.  He  discussed  how 
the  State  Senate  operates  and  told  a  few  of 
his  own  experiences  as  a  'freshman'  legis- 
lator. 

Upon  election,  the  speaker  said,  he  was 
immediately  named  to  five  separate  legis- 
lative committees  before  he  even  knew 
where  his  seat  in  the  Senate  was.  He  soon 
learned  that  he  practically  had  to  memorize 
a  massive  list  of  rules  of  parliamentary 
procedure  so  that  he  would  not  be  "out  of 
order."  Later  he  became  aware  that  "the 
head  must  rule  the  heart"  in  making  legis- 
lative decisions.  Politics,  he  pointed  out 
provides  a  man  with  a  matchless  oppor- 
tunity to  study  human  nature  and  gives 
him  unlimited  horizons  of  acquaintance- 
ship.

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COMMUNISM  DISCUSSED  AT 

FIRST  TOWN  MEETING  OF  YEAR 


On  Friday,  December  5,  the  school  de- 
bated the  question  "Should  Communism  be 
outlawed  in  the  United  States?"  at  a  town 
meeting  held  in  the  Cobb  Room.  Robert 
Rappoli,  Richard  Attwill,  and  George  Chase 
upheld  the  affirmative,  and  Richard  Palais, 
Landon  Peters  and  Peter  Case  upheld  the 
negative  in  prepared  speeches,  before  the 
meeting  was  opened  to  question  and  com- 
ment from  the  audience. 

The  affirmative  speakers  maintained  that 
Communism  called  for  a  revolution  by  the 
minority  and  that  this  led  to  disastrous  re- 
sults where  it  had  been  tried  in  Europe. 
Similar  results,  they  said,  could  be  expected 
in  this  country  if  Communism  is  allowed  to 
spread.  Speakers  for  the  negative  asserted 
that  they  did  not  wish  to  uphold  Com- 
munism in  general,  but  felt  that  any  attempt 
to  outlaw  it  here  would  lead  to  its  going 
underground  where  it  would  be  all  the  harder 
to  deal  with. 

A  vote  taken  at  the  close  of  the  meeting 
showed  94  for  the  negative  and  86  for  the 
affirmative,  putting  the  school  on  record  as 
not  in  favor  of  outlawing  Communism. 

Air.  Livingston  and  Mr.  W  itherspoon  of 
the  History  department  and  Mr.  Sager.  in- 
structor in  public  speaking,  were  in  charge 
of  preparations  for  the  meeting.

Moscow,  USSR,  November  17  (UP)  One 
grave  threat  to  international  peace  and 
good  will  no  longer  exists;  this  is  a  message 
for  which  the  civilized  world  has  long 
waited.  Tonight  at  the  Kremlin  Commissar 
Vladimir  Poobah  of  Outer  Mongolia,  in  an 
unparalleled  coup  d'etat,  seized  the  reins 
of  government  in  his  brawny  hands  and 
galloped  gaily  through  Red  Square.  Quick 
to  realize  the  significance  of  this  colossal 
upheaval,  millions  of  Muscovites  lined  the 
avenues  shouting,  "Down  with  everything 
except  Poobah!"  Toward  midnight  onetime 
Commissars  Stalin,  Molotov,  and  Vishinsky 
were  hustled  hastily  off  to  Siberia,  the  latter 
vainly  shouting  all  the  way  to  the  station, 
"Veto,  veto!"

By  4:00  a.  m.  pushball 
courts  had  sprung  up  all  over  Russia  like 
mushrooms;  indeed  some  observers  thought 
they  were  mushrooms.  By  5:15  all  over  Rus- 
sia in  the  dawn's  early  light  the  mad  mon- 
gols  were  to  be  seen  whirling  lightheartedly 
over  the  pushball  pavilions.  By  5:30  Com- 
poser Shostokovitch  had.  conducted  the 
Moscow  Symphony  in  the  first  rendition  of 
this  Pushball  Sonata.  By  5:45  Danceman 
Arthur  Murrayski  had  instituted  the  Push- 
ball Polka.  Promptly  at  6:00  the  Imperial 
Russian  Ballet  presented  the  first  perform- 
ance of  its  revolutionary  Pushball  Pirouette, 
in  which  its  famed  premiere  danseuse,  Jane 
Joy,  impersonating  a  pushball,  bounces  from 
floor  to  ceiling  in  two  easy  movements.

GOVERNORS  LOSE  FINAL  GRID 

CONTEST  TO  TABOR,  27-13 


GOVERNORS  SCORE  FIRST  WIN 

OVER  MEDFORD  HIGH,  2-0 


The  Red  and  White  football  team  bowed 
to  a  powerful  Tabor  aggregation  on  Morse 
Field,  November  8,  by  a  score  of  27-13. 
Tabor  received  the  opening  kickoff  and  car- 
ried the  ball  back  to  about  their  own  40 
yard  line  where  they  were  held  by  the  home 
team.  A  fourth-down  kick  went  back  to 
the  Governors'  5  yard  line  where  it  rolled 
out  of  bounds.  On  the  next  play  Brock 
Martin  carried  the  ball  from  the  Governors' 
5  yard  line  to  Tabor's  3  yard  line  where 
he  was  brought  down  when  a  Tabor  man 
grabbed  him  from  the  rear  by  the  shirt.  A 
fumble  on  the  next  play  gave  the  ball  to 
Tabor  on  their  own  3  and  two  plays  later, 
on  a  lightning  reverse,  they  scored  with  an 
80  yard  run.  These  first  few  minutes  of  the 
play  were  the  most  exciting  witnessed  on 
Morse  Field  for  several  years. 

At  half-time  the  Governors  were  trailing 
18-0,  but  they  marched  back  and  got  two 
quick  touchdowns  in  the  third  period.  The 
Tabor  line  had  too  much  power,  however, 
and  the  Governors  were  unable  to  score 
further.  Meanwhile,  the  visitors  rolled  up 
nine  more  points  to  close  the  game  27-13. 


On  Wednesday,  November  5,  the  Red 
and  White  soccer  team  defeated  Medford 
High  School's  aggregation  by  a  2-0  score. 
This  victory  on  Whipple  Field  was  the  first 
win  over  Medford  in  the  history  of  soccer 
competition  between  the  two  schools.
